“I had known this old woman’ for 
some time,”

to those in trouble. She said Marston 
appeared at her house more than 6 
week ago and asked for lodgings. He 
told her that he was working for the 
Kdison Electric Company and was 
down on his luck. He asked that she 
give him a little change to get a start, 
and this she willingly did, supply 
him with $56 with which to buy a 
ticket and have his laundfy done up. 
“He put on a pair of overalls the 
next morning and apparently went to 
work. When he returned that wen- 
ing he explained that he had jost his 
meal ticket and the woman advanced * 
him $5 with which to secure another. 
“He went to work every morning in 
his overalls and returned, apparentiy 
tired and fagged out tn the evening, 
and the woman did the best she could 
to help him along. 

“When Saturday came he informed 
her that the company would not pay 
him until the next week because he 
was a new employé, and so she ad- 
vanced him $5 more to keep him 
through the week. He was occupying 
a clean, pretty room all the while. 
Monday he asked for $2.50 more, and 
this was given him.

WATER COMMISSION DOES NOT 
HAVE TO JOIN MAINS. 

— — 
Filing of Maps for New Additions 
Cause of Much Trouble to City Of- 
ficiais and Many Are “Turned 
Down"—Rights of Way Must Be

The Water Commission thrashed out 
n matter with the Board of Public 
Works yesterday afternoon that has 
been a thorn in its. flesh for years. 
It came to a head yesterday when the 
commission received a ictter from 
Lawrence B. Burck, a real estate man, 
who wanted to know if the Wat ur 
Commissioners will be satisfied to have 
maps of new tracts recorded with 
the indorsement that lots, which other- 
wise would be streets, shall be re- 
served for private roadways, and al- 
lowing therein sewer, 
pipes, condtits for electricity, etc. 
is looked like an innocent request, 
but inasmuch as it is the practice of 
real estate men to reserve these pri- 
vate roaéways and later use them for 
Single and double railway tracks, con- 
necting up with the city water mains 
and lay bipes and conduits regard- 
less of the requir.ments of the city, 
the Water Commission called a halt. 
The rd of Public Works was 
asked for a ruling whether the com- 
mission has the power to refuse to 
serve water in case the water main is 
laid along a private roadway. The 
Gity Council and the City Engineer 
also are vastly interested in a decision 
of this ques The latter would 
like to know whether he shall permit 
private sewers to be connected with 
public sewers, and the Counci! wheth- 
er railways can be extended indefinite- 
83 these tracts without fran- 


SOR. 
City Attorney Hewitt, who was 
Wilen in, said it is a principle of the 
water de ent that water shali not 
he se to consumers unless the de- 
partment has public access to streets. 
The men who subdivide these tracts, 
it te stated, lay out streets in any old 
way and designate them with any old 
name. often by letters of the alphabet. 
All of which throws the City Engi- 
neer’s ment into confusion. 

It requires a lot of time and trouble 

to properly map the subdivisions and 
, record them. City ginecr Hamlin, 
it wae stated, has been turning down 
map after map and waging a warfare 
with real estate men in order to have 
them lay out streets to conform with 
other existing streets. 
Building Inspector Humphreys, who 
has had his own troubles with these 
haphazard streets, agreed with the 
commission that the question should be 
settied now, and City Attorney Hewitt 
war asked to give an opin which 
he will do at once.

PERMIT NOT NEEDED. 
COUNCIL WILL LEGISLATE. 
The much-mooted tunnel question 
has been set at rest. In view of a 
recent decision of the Supreme Court 
in the case of the Colegrove Water 
Company against the city of Holly- 
wood, City Attorney Hewitt, in an 
opinion to the Board of Public Works, 
yesterday, covering the request of the 
Hamburger Reality aud Trust Company 
for a permit to construct a tunnel in 
Broadway from the Hamburger bulld- 
ing to the Majestic Theater, holds that 
the present city ordinance 1 
permit for this work is not valid. e 
recom s that the board ask the 
Counct! to pass an ordinance regulat- 
ing the manner in which property own- 
ers may construct tunnels unter the 
streets in front of their property. 
It seems that the ordinances 
by the city requiring a franchise for 
any pipe of conduit laid in any public 
street, and a permit to construct a 
tunnel, are not sufficiant, under the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court, to cover 
the Hamburger case. There are other 
objections which might be made to 
them. The ordinances imply the power 
to refuse the franchise or permit at 
discretion. 
The city may, Mr. Hewitt holds, reg- 
Ulate the manner in which tunnels or 
conduits shall be constructed by prop- 
erty owners, who are, in law, the own- 
ers of the soll to the center of a street; 
but any ordinance which empowers the 
Council to refuse to the owner of the 
soll covered bya street the right to 
occupy it n any manner not in con- 
fict with the public use is unau- 
thorized 


The Supreme Court, in the case cited, 
held that the occupation of the soil 
under a street, so long as no public 
wee ie impeded, is a legitimate use by 
the owner and carries with it the right 
to make the necessary excavations. 
‘These excavations, however, may be 
restricted by the city se as to insure 
the least in ption to the public 
easement. 
There have been efforts in the past 
to compel parties constructing conduits 
to take out franchises: but notwith- 
standing the ordinance the 
matter, this work has been going on 
to a large extent. in apparent viola- 
tion of the law. As it le necessary for 
the city to have regulation over these 
excavations and conduits, the Board 
of Public Works will ask the Council 
to hurry up the proper legislation.

((OMPLEX ISSUES. 

/ The Democratic and “insurgent” papers will 
make much ado about the Congressional result. in 
Monroe county, New York. The election of a Dem- 
ocratic Congressman in that district by a very hand- 
some majority certainly calls for a careful analysis 
of the reasons. The free traders will point to it, 
as they did in the case of the election the other day 


in the Eighteenth Massachusetts District, as a 
triumph for their cause. The New York election 
is no more such than was the one in Massachusetts. 
_ As we have explained, the Republican and Demo- 

cratic candidates in Massachusetts were neither of 
‘hem Democrats and neither of them Republican. 
They were both half-breeds, as much one thing as 
another. 

In the case this week in Monroe county, New 
York, the issue was not political, but moral. Ald- 
ridge belongs to the corrupt political ring which has 
brought such disgrace, not only upon the Republican 
party, but on American citizenship, as revealed the 
other day in Albany, N. Y. 

This corruption is not confined to New York, and 
we may look for similar reversals in public opin- 
ion on these moral rather than on political grounds, 
unless political managers, whether Republicans or 
Democrats, take ‘cognizance of the mora! issues. 

At Akron, O., on October 21, 1905, William How- 
ard Taft, now President of the United States, said 
in an open speech: “If I were able, as ‘I fear I 
shall not be because public duty calls me elsewhere, 
to cast my vote in Cincinnati in the coming elec- 
tion, I should vote against the municipal ticket 
nominated by the Republican organization, and for 
the State ticket.” In Rochester, George Washing- 
ton Aldridge was decidedly persona non grata to 
the decent voters of the district regardless of their 
political convictions. The clergy of Monroe county, 
with a pretty unanimous voice, took the cade into 
their pulpits, and there is where the 5000 or 6000 
votes constituting the majority were turned from 
the Republican column into the Democratic column. 

Of course this incident, as we say, will be seized 
upon by the free trade press with great gusto. In 
the same connection comes the withdrawal from 
effort to succeed themselves of three of the leading 
Republican Senators in three different States. For 
ourselves, we very unreservedly declare our con- 
viction that in the loss of our own junior Senator, 
Frank P. Flint, in the loss of the Rhode Island Sen- 

ator, Aldrich, and in the Maine Senator, Hale, 
the Congress which will be orgasised after the 
4th of March next will suffer the loss of three 
very able statesmen and very honest and sincere 
public servants. But it is not from misgiving as to 
the results that either of these Senators declines 
to enter the race for another term in the Senate. 

Take the last of them to decline, Senator Hale. 
He will have been in the Senate when his present 
term expires for five consecutive terms, making a 
period of thirty years. This honor has been ten- 
dered him by the people of his State without his 
solicitation. He will be nearly 76 years old when 
his term expires, and if the people had had in their 
minds their own best interests it would not have 
„deen necessary for the Hon. Eugene Hale to make 
a fight to succeed himself. The people of Maine 
would have seen to it. If he should be tendered 
another term he would be considerably above 80 
when it was completed. Is it any wonder that a 
man of this agé, of so much experience in public 
life, with no more honor to be reaped from holding 
the office, should decline to make a contention for 


it? As in the case of Senator Aldrich, his health 
is not good, and no wonder the two aged statesmen 
shrink from a severe siruggie to serve the public 
further. 

As to Senator Flint, he is a young man and has 
had but one term in office, but he has learned that 
it is all work and little honor in serving the people 
as he has served them. The State of California 
is making a grievous mistake in suffering Senator 
Flint to retire. They will regret not having made 
his campaign for him, tendering him, as a reward 
for six years of faithful and efficient service, a 
second term in office. ~ 

There are many changes being Wrought in the 
political complexion of the United States. The con- 
trolling issue in Monroe county, New York, a 
moral one, is likely to arise in other districts. 
There is no disguising the fact that many voters 
have either never learned or have forgotten the 
importance of tariff protection to their interests and 
industries. Senator Hale minces no words in set- 
ting this issue before the people of his own State. 
It is an impersonal, unselfish service he renders the 
people of Maine.“ 

We have no hesitation in declaring that wherever 
a candidate for Congress is put up by the Republi- 
can party in a Republican district, Who is capable, 
honest and clean, standing upon a protective tariff 
platform in the great industrial centers of the coun- 
try, he will be elected. When you come to name a 
man tainted with bribery like this fellow Aldridge 
at Rochester, and the pulpit becomes a_ political 
propaganda, raising the moral issue above the polit- 
ical features, you are likely to have just such re- 
sults as that at Monroe. 

How far the people’s moral convictions and sen- 
timents will stand by them in the long run remains 
to be seen. If they prefer to ignore the economic 
issues in the case and erect in Washington a free 
trade government, with such experiences as the 
country went through in the last such experiment, it 
will be a severe trial to their moral sentiments 
when the means of earning a livelihood or making 
profits in business are removed by a free trade tariff 
which will turn over the doing of our work to for- 
eign hands, draining the country of gold to pay for 
days’ work done abroad at low wages, that ought to 
be dome at home at high wages. 


ee: GO SHORT ON FOODSTUFFS. 


A headline informs us that there is a reaction 

the prices of foodstuffs and that it has gone as 

far as New York. Potatoes are selling there for 

20 cents a bushel, and all the cereals are cheaper 
than they were a year ago. 

There are ups and downs in market prices of all 
+ things. ‘The farmers seem to have expected too 
much, and now they are all rushing their holdings 
on the market, making the tuber cheaper than it 
has been before in a great many years. In fact, 25 
cents a bushel for potatoes on the farm in Wiscon- 
sin fifty years ago was cheap. 

But the day of permanently low prices of food 
is passed into .history in America forever. We 
notice the statement of one named Benn about the 
reason for the high cost of meat. This makes Mr. 
Benn a rarer bird than the dramatic poet of Eng- 
land ever thought of being. Mr. Benn says two 
wings of the beef trust bidding against each other, 
to make the public believe they were rivals, forced 
beef cattle and hogs up to the unusual level of the 
current time. O rare Benn, indeed! 

Mr. Benn, or any other American, will never 
see cheap beef or pork in this country again, Even 
although the tariff on meat animals were removed, 
it would not bring down the prices very much. 

Even ten years ago there were immense ranges 
of public land where cattle were raised at scarcely 
any expense whatever to the owners. There are no 
more free ranges in the United States, As Secre- 
tary Wilson says: “The beef supply of today is the 
product of raw materials, corn and animal body in 
a raw state, an animal unprepared for Chicago. 
With corn at current prices and free cattle ranges 
non-existent, by the time you prepare your animal 
for Chicago with a plentiful supply of corn you 
have got an animal that is bound to cost more 
money that a similar one cost ten years ago.

Not only have the free ranges disappeared from

by about 2,000,000 a year. Notice the effect on ex- 
ports. The United States exported live cattle in 
1904 to the number of 593,409 head This was the 
highest point ever reached. Last year the exports 
cattle were less than half that figure, 
namely, 207,542. So with fresh beef. In 1904 the 
country exported 200,000,000 pounds of this, and 
last year 123,000,000 pounds. Each year the 
ments of cattle and of fresh beef fall lower and 
lower. The exports at this time are so small and 
the decrease is so rapid that it will be but a very 
few years until we shall have no live cattle nor 
fresh beef to sell to foreign countries at all. If the 
export should stop now it would scarcely affect the 
price in the home market. By the time it has ceased 
the home market will have broadened so rapidly 
that it would more than compensate for the saving 
in cutting off exports. We are slaughtering about 
13,000,000 head a year. What figure do the few 
thousand exported cut in that number? 

The cheap ranges that are still left in the coun- 
try will very rapidly become dear ranges., The 
Puente hills just east of the bridge over the San 
Gabriel River beyond El Monte were sold forty-five 
years ago at $3 an acre. They were sold about 
twenty years ago at $30 an acre, an increase of ten 
times. Go anywhere through the Middle West and 
they will tell you good grezing or hay land, which 
is about the same thing, is worth $30 to $40 an 
acre, and corn land $75 to $100 an acre. Secretary 
Wilson sometimes sees things in a very clear light. 
He said recently: “Cheap beef is not the product 
of high-priced land.” When the Puente hills sold 
for $3 an acre, sheep in Los Angeles were worth 
from $1 to $1.50. When grazing lands in the Middle 
West could be had for $10 or $16 an acre, and corn 
land for $20 to $80 an acre, it was natural that 
cattle in a raw state or finished should be much 
cheaper than those raised on $30 land and fattened 
on corn grown on $100 land. 


QTATUES OF FATHER JUNIPERO. 

A dispatch from Salt Lake City states that a 
young sculptor there hag completed a statue of Fra 
Junipero Serra, the founder of the California Mis- 
sions. The dispatch also states that in the judg- 
ment of some critics the statue is a triumph of the 
sculptor’s art. 

We trust it may be true that we are at last to 
have a statue of Father Junipero worthy of so fine 
a theme and of the ry of one of the greatest 
figures in California’s — 2 We confess to a 
disappointment in the Stanford statue of Serra at 
Monterey, which is the only statue we have at this 
time of the great Franciscan. The appeal in the 
Stanford statue lies in the fact that it was con- 
ceived and paid for by a gracious woman who loved 
California and its sacred memories, but the statue 
itself lacks life and action and does not give a true 
impressioff of Serra. When all is said and done, 
it is merely a commonplace presentation of a stolid 
and rather too bulky Franciscan priest, holding 
aloft the cross and clothed in the vestments of the 
altar instead of the rough brown robe of Assisi. 

We fear from what we read, and notwithstand- 
ing the judgment of critics, that this Salt Lake 
statue will prove to be little better than the statue 
at Monterey. The news we get states that the statue 
represents “a Franciscan moving sedatgly along El 
Camino Real.” This might be well enough to serve 
as a representation of some of the Franciscans who 
assisted in the religious and moral conquest of Cal- 
ifornia, but it could by no stretch of the imagina- 
tion serve as à representation of Junipero Serra. 
Father Junipero did not walk sedately along the 
golden stretches of the King’s highway. He was 
not a sedate man, but an enthusiast, a man of 
action, tall and lithe, and as restless as a panther 
in all his actions. , 

We call attention to these things now in the hope 
that when the day comes that California will be 
filled with statues of Junipero Serra from Sonoma 
to San Diego, the sculptors may in every case give 
us something worth while, something worthy of 


their great theme, something that will give the gen- | 


erations who follow us a correct likeness of him 
whom Californians, without regard to creed or 
class, love to honor.

Ww. ARE FOR CALIFORNIA. 

The New Orleans States is unhappy. It very 
emphatically disapproves of everything The Times 
says in favor of the Panama exposition taking place 
at San Francisco. We had no intention nor expec- 
tation of making New Orleans editors or other per- 
eons in the Crescent City happy when we joined in 
the campaign in favor of San Francisco for the 
exposition. 

But the New Orleans paper finds some balm te 
spread upon its wounds, and the balm comes from 
California. The miserable, treacherous California 
Weekly, published at San Francisco (really the 
weekly edition of the Los Angeles Daily Express) 
furnishes the unction to lay upon the wounds of the 
New Orleans States. 

The Creole paper, after quoting The Times with 
bitter disapprobation, quotes the little California 
Weekly thus: “The proximity of New Orleans to 
the canal is to its advantage, and it is accessible 
to Europe and all the United States from Mexico 
to the northern states of South America. San Fran- 
cisco is more remote from these centers of popula- 
tion.” Ete., ete., etc., ete. 

A correspondent of the New York Sun, writing 
to that journal from New Orleans, has this to say: 
“The city was quite daft about the Panama expo- 
sition for 1915, forgetting everything and neglect- 


ing everything in its ardor for that consummation.” 


The writer spoke of the unpaved streets, the sur- 
face drainage, the foul gutters, the loss of the cot- 
ton trade, the oppressive taxation, the domination 
of organized labor, and generally the dilapidation 
of the agencies of materia] prosperity. He won- 
dered why a city in such plight should wish for the 
exposition and defer all other activities to that end. 

The New York Sun, in its usual fine irony, goes 
op to argue against its own correspondent, and 
says that “every argument the correspondent in 
question has advanced is in effect an argument for 
New Orleans. If it has nothing else to fall back 
upon, so much the more need for an artificial stim- 
ulus.” In addition to this, the Sun acknowledges 
the correctness of its correspondent’s contention, as 
follows: “It is known to us that the river front of 
New Orleans is under orders from the honorable 
Gompers, and that the city’s cotton trade, once 
supreme, has been distributed to Galveston, Savan- 
nah, Mobile and elsewherg to escape that blighting 
influence.” 

Now, The Times may be strongly prejudiced. It 
may be very unfair. It may argue illogically, and 
do all other things which editorially Hbuld not be 
done. We will not argue these points. We simply 
set up the plea that all we have done has been for 
our own section, for our own State, for our neigh- 
boring city of San Francisco, and we would prefer 
a thousand times over to be quoted in New Orleans 
as blind with prejudice, as rotten with unfairness, 
as stupidly illogical, than be quoted like the Cali- 
fornia Weekly against the interests of our own 
section, our own State, our own neighboring city. 

We are sorry to see the assertion made that some 
of the Shriners from Portland and Puget Sound who 
have recently visited New Orleans also declared 
themselves in favor of the Creole City as the proper 
place to hold the Panama exposition. If they so 
talked, they are as unpatriotic, as traitorous to their 
a as the little weekly in San Francisco, 

e are sorry to say that this is not a new fea- 
ture in Pacifie Coast life. We are a very energetic 
and a very ambitious people, but we are a little 
inelined to hog it. If we can’t have a thing our- 
selves, it has been too often the case on this Coast 
that we would rather throw it to the other side of 
the continent-in our superabundant energy than to 
some neighboring city.
